The supple- 


ment provides that no instrument, paper 
or document, executed without a st, mp 
prior to Jan. 1, 1SG3, shall be invalid or 
void ; but, no such instrument, paper or 
document sh.ill be ofi'ered iu evidence iu 
any court until a piopcr stamp is affixed, 
and the holder thereof has proven to the 
satisfaction of the court that he has paid to 
the collector of the district 5 dollars for the 
use of the United States. 


The probable etl'ect of this act is that 


checks, promissory notes, etc., executed 
without a stamp prior to first of January, 
1863, will be valid as between the parties, 
but will not be valid as evidence, if suit 
is brought upon them, until the stamp tax 
and five dollars are paid as above.
